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This is responsive to the outstanding Office Action mailed September 8, 2004. 

The Applicant clarifies that, upon entry of the amendment mailed May 19, 2004, 
the following claims will be pending: 2, 3, 5-12, and 14-23. All of these claims, except 
claim 15, are discussed in the amendment of May 19. 

Claim 15 has been amended by the May 19 amendment and recites a license 
distribution process by which is provided to the user "a user license containing a user 
identifier" and "a product license containing the user identifier and a decryption key 7 '. 
Spagna, in contrast, does not describe or suggest a user license distinct from a product 
license. Spagna incorporates a user name into each Transaction SC during download. 
The Applicant's recited system, with a "user license" distinct from the "project license" 
and with the product license including a reference to the "user identifier" affords 
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advantages. For example, a user can easily restore all lost licenses, for example due to 
system failure, through use of the user license.
